Did yo ur ho n? ev er go into a 
r.o ck mo ult and sto p laying during 
the winter right at the time when 
eggs are highest? Mo st po ultrynien 
hav e ha« i this experience, and it is 
usually due to lo se in bo dy weight. 
So it is Impo rtant that bo dy weight 
lie maintained, and a 
good way to 
k« mp tab o n if, say.s a writer in the 
Misso uri Farmer, is to jiaint a spo t 
o n a number o f hen.s, say ten o ut 
o f ev ery hundred o r so , and weigh 
them freqiientiy. While their weight 
can be av eraged to determine the 
gain o r lo ss in weight, a go o d w’ay 
to do it is to band each iK'n with 
a numbered band and keep a reco rd 
o f their respectiv e weights tackefl 
up o n the wall o f the laying ho tise. 
If they are lo sing W’elght, increase 
their jrain ratio n if th» yv hav e no t 
iiad ncc« 'ss to it co ntinually, and if 
hav e, feed them a « laily feed o f 
wet, cnimhly mash, 
a f(‘ed o f suc­ 
culent greens eaeh day will also 
stimulate their appetites and cnu.se 
them to put o n weight. 
A fat hen l.s always preferable to 
a thin o ne hut .so metimes, especially 
with the heav iest breeds such as 
the Ro cks and Reds, hens beco me 
to o fat and o ne will o ccasio nally fall 
dead o ff the ro o sts at night.
